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ADDRESS. 

Called bv the passing away of another year to 
meet the members mt the American party in Na- 
tional Council, the occasion demands a reaffirms 
lion of our opinions. We are ready to-day as 
aforetime to give a reason for tin- faith that is 
in ii-. and a> ready to day as ever before to stand 
t.t-i m Mr vows oi devotion to our whole coun 
try Neither disma>e.i by defeat, nor disheart 
oned bv opposition — neither discouraged by the 
past, nor without hope for the future — we meet 
together both to counsel one with another, and to 
show to the people of the United States by our 
presence and our numbers here in open conven 
lion that as a party we are hopeful and determin 
ed as to our future course of action. 

The dominant party at the North andthedom- 
ImbI party at the South, by appeals made to sec 
iion« • pMartrf and the passions of the day, are 
temporarily successful. But a temporary triumph 
is no evidence of permauent success. Nor does \ 
icton secured by passion give evidence of a 
iru-- attachment to principle. A true soldier will 
■MPW M disheartened in sustaining a good eau«e 
bHC-ause of one or many defeats. 

The niue hundred thousand American voters 
who MM imi the American candidates for the 
two first ottiees iu the gift of the people iu No 
vember last may enjoy the consciousness ot an 
nom-si work well meant and well done. They 
neither <-ounteu the cost of defeat nor faltered in 
(he discharge of a great public duly, aud had the 
thou- in. 1- of men who agreed with them in 
opinion H to the justice of their principles aud 
the fitness of their candidate acted upon the same 
convictions of public duty, the result would have 
been far different. At the North, tens of thou- 
i. in. U v. lied for .Mr Fremont upon the plea that 
there Vat no chance for Mr. Fillmore, while tens 
of thousands voied for Mr. Buchauan at the 
I >uth upon the plea that a vote for Mr. Fillmore 
would tacore (he election of the candidate of the 
miscalled Republican party. It was a cruel and 
MMtllsd hi r-.icritice of priuciple u|K>n the altar 
ol expediency, and one of those sacrifices ofprin 
ciple 'which, if persisted iu, in private life, as is 
sometimes the case, iu the consideration of sub 
facte of great public moment, would result in 
oomin >n dii-.i-ter. When patriotism becomesthe 
rule of tetion and .1 true love of country points 
out the path of duty, nothing can excuse the 
fat up of that which is right for that which 
M merely expedient. 

< no not, however seek to recall anything 
in the past calculated to wound the feelings oi 
those who were tetnptod in a moment of despon 
dencv or thoughtlessness to forget their obliga- 
tions to their country or their associates in princi- 
ple- 

Thousands who left our ranks in November, 
drawn awav by the temporary expedients and 
passions of the hour, have returned to the fold of 
the American party They have been taught in 
tin bitter school oi experience that the word of 
promise may be made to the ear and broken to 
the hope. Where there was a pledge to secure, 
and the power to effect a pure ballot box — the 
want of which is one of the great evils of the 
limes — and to accomplish which ought to unite 
the giR>d men of all parties — there has been eith- 
er a criminal indifference to the evil itself or a 
bold paarticipation in that wrong. So in the 
promises made at the North to secure a pure 
franchise through the agency of a registry law 
where all could see and know who, under the 
constitution and by the laws, were entitled to 
vote. 

In no instance that we can recall to mind have 
either of the two great organizations opposed the 
American party endeavored to secure those 
wholesome reforms which are essential either to 
an inteligent or honest exercise of the rights of 
franchise. Even where an attempt has been 
made, as in New York, to secure a practical re- 
form under ftie naturalization laws, so that while 
the change would not extend the five years' resi- 
dence previous to naturalization provided by the 
laws ol the United States, it would, neverthe- 
less, secure a small portion of this limited resi 
MMS before the alien was alowed to vote, the at- 
tetn;.i has failed, by the combined opposition of 
both the Democratic and Republican parties, who 
not unlrequently work together at the North to 
• iestrov the American organization. Aud while 
there ii is been a neglect to maintain a pure frau 
Mn lor white voters, and an open and earnest 
opposition to all reforms, proposing simply reme- 
dial measures for admitted great public evils, 
there has also been enacted in New York a sue 
cessful measure looking to such an amendment 
oi'iiie Constitution as would secure a general sys- 
tem of suffrage to the negroesof the State. Thus, 
iu one part of the Union a State Constitution is 
opened to sustain the question of negro suffrage, 
while iu another part of the Union the alien has 
had conferred upou him privileges wholly uu 
known to the native-born citizen. To day a foreign 
pauper or a foreign criminal, driven or banished 
from the pest or prison houses of Europe, is made in 
all things, aud regardless of his residence in the 
country, an equal with the citizen whose service has 
been life-long, patriotic, and useful in the land of 
his birth To-morrow, again, States in another sec- 
tion of the country become revolutionary in theii 
plans of opposition to the Federal Government, 
aud exhaust tlicii patriotism and labor in meas- 
uies of mere sp.-ciality and favor for the uegro. 

vVe seek to avoid such analomies of legislation 
in both our Federal and Slate governments. — 
Their tendency i- neither toward humanity nor 
mercy. They beuefit neither the white nor the 
black race aud, whether well meant or ill meant, 

- . < in that spirit of strife aud uncharitableness 
in different States and among different classes of 
people which the true men of the country cannot 
fail to deplore. 

Higher aims and nobler objects animate the 
American party We know of no political differ 
ences between the riehts of the North and the 
rights of the South All are subordinate to the 
constitution of our common country. The union 
of the Slates, the rights of the States, the privi- 
leges of the people in the States, and under the 
Union, is our chief glory and our greatest good. — 
When difference- of opinion come, as come they 
will, they must be settled, not by crimination anil 
hate, but by reference to that great principle of com - 
mon right and common protection — the Consti 
tittion or the United States; and if there shall 
unfortunately a^ai 11 be dfferences of opinion as 
to what i- -tallied and what is denied by the 
constitution, the judiciary of the land, through 
the authorized courts of the nation, can alone 
make up and decide the final issue. The constitu- 
tion and the law must, therefore, at all times and 
in all places become our rule of action. 

ToleratioH of opinion, the freedom of speech 



1 nd ot the press, the right of the people peacea 
bly to assemble and petitiou the government for 
I redress of «;rievances, are among these specifi 
ed constitutional personal rights, and cannot be 
abridged except as the obuse of these privleges is 
restrained by the laws of the laud. Equally ex- 
plicit arc the rights of the Statep over their own 
territories, and interference with them becomes 
I >o tli a public abuse of power and an act of per 
sonal impertinence. If all men in all sections of 
the country, could realize where their powers 
commence, and where they cease — if they could 
understand that they are no more responsible for 
other men's sins than they are secure in their own 
Bjj. * lrtue8 ' *" ™»l<*be comparatively 

There are mauy and vitai questions upon which 
the American party can agree, and to these all 
other subjects should be subordinate. They are, 
in brief, condensed in the following spirit of our 
National Platform. We hold, for example, as 
cardinal maxims of public justice and private 
duty, to the following rule of faith and action: 

1st The Federal Union mu9t be maintain 
ed. 

2d. The reserved rights of the States must be 

respected 

.'1<1. The decisions of the Supreme Court must 

be en forced. 

4th. The union of Church and 
prevented 

5th The rights of conscience m 
teed. 

6i.h American iuterests must be promoted. 
7th. An American nationality must he cherish 

ed 

Mli. Sectional agitation must be terminated. 
9th. Foreign paupers aud criminals must beex- 

uded 

H'th The naturalization law9 must be amend 

ed. 

Uth "Squatter Sovereignty" and alien suff- 
rage must be repudiated. 

l-'th Americans must rule America. 
There is uothing here not taught in the Consti 
tulioti of the United States, and nothing here re- 
pugnant to the spirit and letter of that instrument 
of liberty and law. The provision of the Consti 
tutiou which requires the President of tho United 
Stales to be a native born citizen — which requires 
ihe Vice President to possess the same qualitica 
lions with the President — which, in the foreign 
bom imposes a niue years' residence, after na- 
luraliz ilion. as qualification of a candidate for 
the United Stales Senate, aud a residence of 
seven years, after naturalization, as a qnalifica 
tion lor a Representative in Congress — which for 
.1 1| tc-i oaths for office, and the maintenance of 
an established Religion, are all part and parcel 
111 our faith aud practice. So far from departiug 
irotn any provisiou of the Constitution, we seek 
to restore a respect for its framers, and an entire 
and hearty obedience to its provisions. It is, 
above aud beyond all other records of political 
creeds, the pl.it 1 or m of the American party. 

But we cannot shut our eyes to other issues 
which have been forced upon us by the Democrat 
ic party, which is not only not what it was in times 
past, but which seems to have outlived its con 
sisiency, its usefulness, and its virtues. It has 
dillcicnt faces for different parts of the country, 
aud different phases to illustrate its many creeds. 
It has involved the government iu great difficulty, 
and no man feels secure in the future while this 
party is iu power. Uunder Democratic Adminis 
Ira lions there has been an open violation of law 
in the Territory of Utah. A social system which 
would have disgraced the darkest ages, utterly re 
pugnant to civilization, reflecting the highestdis 
honor upou the government, a fettering sore upon 
i:ie political body, and every dsA-' growing from 
bad to worse, exists and has exi-ted for four 
years past within the borders ol our own govern- 
ment. We condemn this outrage upon morals 
and humanity, aud desire to see the nuisance 
abate i We trace it, however, as oue of the nat 
ural ills incident to that system of administration 
which seeks to fill the nation with criminals, pau 
pers, aud fanatics from the old world. We trace 
the gntt majority of wrongs in Utah, the act of 
treason, the cases of arson, the multitudes of 
murders, the cruel banishments, the beastly in- 
tercourse, to that unnatural indifference to those 
who, serpent like, have crept into the bosom of 
the nation iu order to sting and destroy it. 

Other questions of great importance though of 
less magnitude also attract our attention. The 
public domain, secured by a common treasure and 
a common sacrifice of blood and labor, the com- 
mon property of the nation is distributed without 
regard to the general ownership, and with a lav 
ishness of appropriation which shows an utter in- 
difference to the just claims and true wants of the 
American people. 

Who can arrest these evils and restore the gov 
ernment to its ancient landmarks but the Amer- 
ican party ? Where else is there a sure hope of 
the uuiou of the States with that free expression 
of opinion which belongs to every Common 
wealth of the Republic, and to every citizen in the 
Union? 

We call then upon our countrymen all over 
the land to organize and act. Let them seek to 
give honor, strength, prosperity, and perpetuity 
to our glorious Union by making the love of 
country and of the whole country a passion and a 
principle. 

The past in our nation is made glorious by the 
patriotism and heroism of our noble ancestry of 
Southern men of the sump aud character of him 
who led the great armies of the Revolution, and 
of those who were distinguished under the con- 
federation aud in the convention which framed the 
constitution. Northern men, too, of the stamp and 
character of the son of Massachusetts who nomi 
nated George Washington of Virginia to be Gen- 
eral-in-Chief of the armies of the Republic, and 
like him received the sword ot the leading British 
Geueral on Southern soil at the instance of the 
forever loved, Heaven protected Father of our 
common country. 

Living then in these great examples of the 
past — seeking to re-baptise the whole nation in 
the spirit of the great and good men who led 
the way to victory, and to independence, we, 
too, are hopeful and heartful of the great fu- 
ture. 

We invoke the sympathy, the aid, the co ope 
ration of all men, all over the land, who are with 
us and of us in principle and sentiment — and of 
all men too, who wish to reform those gross 
abuses in the State and nation which have result 
ed iu so much personal wrong, and left a stain 
like a wound upon the fair frame of the Republic 
Americans and friends of Americans, North and 
South. East and West, "Awake, arise, or be for- 
ever fallen."

Judge (<uuld oh Naturalization. 

The Hod. Geo. Gould, of Troy, while holdi^; 
a circuit of the Supreme Conrt in the Third Dis 
) P lied to by a stout Hibernian for 
1 in the manner following, to wit: 
The Clerk informed the Judge that the man 
wished to be naturali ed, and he (the Clerk) pro 
posed to conduct the matter, as usual, at his own 
desk, without interrupting the business of the 
Court. The Judge replied that he knew no 
business more important than giving a man the 
full rights of an American citizen, and that he 
would himself conduct the proceedings in open 
Court. 

The applicant thereupon produced his certifi- 
cate of intention and his witnesses as to resi 
dence, good character, vkc. After which the fol- 
lowing colloquv ensued: 

Judge— You say you prefer living in this 
country to returning to Ireland; will you tell me 
whv? 

p at — This is » laud of liberty, yer Honor. 
Judge— You show that you are attached to our 
institution; what are they? 
Pat-( No answer.) 
Judge— Who governs the country? 
Pat — The President, sure. 
Judge — Who makes the laws? 
Pat — Sich as ver honor. 

i..H<r« \n- I onlv minister tho love Whn as is the case at present with the "Army 
governs ^ Slate? ' »*r" And it ca/be said without disparage, 

Pat— 'No answer.) 

Judge— Mr Clerk, hand me th« blank form of 
the Naturalization Oath. [This being handed to 
the Court, he addressed the applicant again.] 
There is in this oath a clause bv which vou are to 
swear that vou will support the Constitution of i 
United States 

Pat— Oh, yes, yer Honor! 
to that. 
Judge — Did you ever read 
Pat — No, yer Honor. 
Judge — Or a word of it? 
Pat — No, yer Honor. 

Judge — Did you ever hear a word of it read? 
Fat— No, yer Honor. 
Judge— Can you read and write? 
Pat— Yes, sir. 

Judge — Do you know one word that is in the 

Constitution of the United States? 

Pat — Indeed and I do not, yer honor. 

Judge — You have lived in this country nearly 
six years; you can read and write, and you have 
been all this time intending to become % citizen 
here, yet you have never taken the trouble to 
learn or know one word of the instrument you are 
now ready to take a solemn oath to support. An 
American born here, and living here until he is 
twenty one vears of age, learns more or less of 
the Constitution under which he lives, as well as 
of the rights and duties of citizenship. At any 
rate, whether he does this or not, he is presumed 
to have done it, and therefore the laws of the land 
give him the right to vote without the lot nut lit v 
of an oath; it is his birth right. To those not 
born on the soil, the law applys a different rule, 
and requires from them the oath now under con 
sideration in your case. I hold, that the due, 
even the decent, adtnin'Strstion of that oath de 
pends in part on the condition that the applicant 
should at least understand it; and I will never 
allow such an abuse of the law as would be com 
mitted by your taking that oath in your present 
circumstances. You cannot be naturalized by this 
Court. 

The above, which is an exact relation of an 
actual occurrence, touches the very root of this 
matter of Naturalization, and of course applies 
to all nationalities a? well as that of the subject 
of the story The evils of which the "American" 
party profess to seek the cure, are the conse- 
quences of the abuse of the Naturalization Laws, 
not their proper administration. Had those laws 
been always, and were they now, administered 
with the integrity of purpose and common sense 
view of their requirements, exhibited by Judge 
Gould, there would be little {rround of objection, 
if anv, to the effect of their operation. The 
scattered remnants of the Know Nothing party 
may make themselves consistently useful in 
their day and generation, by endeavoring to se 
t-ure the universal application of the sound and

Another Arrest for Harboring Slaves — A 
Charge ok Perjury. — The case of Mr. Wait, tried 
in the I*. S District Court on Tuesday, on an in 
dictmeut lor harboring the slaves of Mr. Million, 
threatens to lead to much more litigation, in the 
shape of criminal prosecutions Two have al 
ready been commenced with others in prospect. 

Yesterday morning Squire B. Million made 
oath, before U. S. Commissioner George M. Lee, 
that James Puntney, a witness on the trial of 
Wait, "did, about the 20th of September, 1856, 
harbor and conceal eight fugitives from labor, so 
as to prevent, their delivery and arrest by their 
claimant and master, to whom they owed service." 
The warrant was placed in the hands of Deputy 
U. S. Marshal Churchill, who took Mr. Puntney 
into custody. 

Previous to this arrest however, Mr. William 
Shaw, who was the principal witness for the de 
fence, on Tuesday, swore out a warrant against 
Squire B. Million for committing wilful perjury, 
in swearing positively to certain statements on 
the trial of Wait, especially in denying that he 
gave the glares permission to come into Ohio. — 
It is asserted by the complainant that Mr. Million 
admitted, while the jury were out. that the negro 
Lewis told him that he should leave Kentucky 
the night he did, and that there was an agreement 
that the negro should return, or the master should 
come after him, as soon as some pecuniary trou 
bles were ended. This is the basis of the charge 
of perjury, and upon which Mr- Million was ar- 
rested by Deputy Marshal Churchill. 

Both parties, with their counsel, Mr. Jolliffe for 
Mr. Puntney, and Judge Spooner for Mr. Million, 
appeared yesterday afternoon before Commission 
er Lee, who entered upon an examination of the 
charge against Mr. Million, which resulted in the 
discharge of the accused by the Commissioner. 
The case of Mr. Puntney was postponed until the 
18th inst., aud the defendant required to give bail 
in $500. Bonds in the same amount were requir 
ed of Mr. 
Gazette. 



IZTDeath deprived our city, last night, of two 
of it* most prominent and widely known citizens, 
Thomas Y. Payne and W. B. A. Baker. 

For a period of thirty years Mr. Payne was 
one of the most prominent, able, and successful 
lawyers at the Mason Bar ; and in by gone times, 
when in the possession of health and strength, 
there was no man who was more actively or more 
extensively useful. He was a gentleman of much 
urbanity of manner and disposition, a benevolent 
and kindly heart, active, energetic and enterpris 
ing. For about a year past he has been compell- 
ed to withdraw from the theater of his usefulness 
by the state of his health. At one time Mr. 
Payne was a member of the Senate of Kentucky, 
in which body he occupied a high and influential 
position. At the time of his death he was about 
fifty-seven years of age. 

W. B. A. Baker, was also very prominently 
and favorably known in the community, as a man 
of sterling integrity, energy and usefulness. — 
For several years he wag the High Sheriff of the 
county, the duties and responsibilities of whict 
position he discharged to the general satisfaction 
of the public. He was also during one term a 
member of the Legislature of Kentucky. The 
disease which produced bis death was a protract- 
ed and unusually violent attack of typhoid fever. 
We understand that he will be buried to morrow 
at 10 o'clock, by the Odd Fellows, of 
der he was a respected member. — Mays

Highly important intelligence had just been re 
ceived at Fort Leavenworth, by express from 
Fort Laramie, with adviceg of October 2-Jd.— 
Lieut. Col. Cooke's command of 2nd Dmgoous 
were four miles this side, and had eucountered a 
snow storm five davs previously. Col. Albert S. 
Johnson was last heard from two huudred and 
thirty miles beyond Fort Laramie, and snow was 
seven inches deep one hundred miles this side 
of where the express left him. Owing to the 
slim supply of corn, and eutire absence of grass, 
the teams of the entire command and the horses of 
the 2d Dragoons were failing rapidly. 

News had reached Laramie that the Mormons 
had burnt three government trains (seventy five 
wagons; near Green river, ninety miles behind 
Col. Alexander's command, (10th Infantry. 1 
which constituted the van guard of the army. It 
was rumored that the the 10th and 5th Infantrv 
aud the Batteries of Artillery would go over anil 
take possession of a Mormon village on Bear riv 
er, for winter quarters. It is said that the Dra 
goons had a month's supply of corn, at half al 
lowauce, and not a particle of grass. With snow 
on the ground at that, it seems like madness 
for them to proceed beyond Laramie— certainlv 
such a step could only be justified in view of the 
prospect of actual hostilities this winter, of which 
no one at this distance can judge.

Under his command, and emulat 
ing him in the patriotic zeal of warriors, are the 
respective commanders of the 10th Infantry, Col 
Alexander, and the 5th Infantry, Lieut Col 
Waite, while the trying duty — the almost hope 
less task of conducting the "rear guard" (the six 
companies 2d Dragoons) through a snowy path tu 
its distant goal, rests with Lieut Col Cooke. No 
one familiar with the operatibns of our army for 
the last twenty years, will fear that any of these 
mImm will r.rove recreautto the important trusts 
confided to them We may rest assured that, if 
upon Col. Johnston's arrival on the verge of the 
*alt Lake Valley, circumstances urge the pro- 
priety of immediate actiou, offensively, towards 
the Mormons, it will be done with a bold and de 
cisive hand Certainly no act is better calculat 
ed to hasten the inevitable doom of Mormonism, 
than this attempt, on their part, to destroy the 
army supplies. Nothing should shield them 
from the just retribution of an outraged guv 
eminent. 

We doubt if Col. Johnston will be able, when 
his whole force is concentrated, to muster over 
one thousand men for duty. Such an army so 
far from the base-line, is too small to cope long 
with vigorous resistance. 

The threatening aspect of affairs on our West 
era border at this moment, calls loudly for an in 
crease of the army. Our wise Secretary of War 
aud the President, it is earnestly hoped, will urge 
Congress to raise new regiments early in 'he ap 
proaching session. The strength of our army is 
by no meaus commensurate with the extensive 
line of defense, particularly the Western portion. 
Should danger menace in Utah or Kansas — the 
troops in Florida, actively engaged in Indian war 
fare, must be transported rapidly to meet the new 
exigency, at an enormous expense, the change of 
climate aud exposure operating disastrously to 
its efficiency whereas, should our army ln'adet/uate 
ly increased (and the condition of our Western 
ie lenses argues strongly for several additional 
moulded Regiments) by Congress this winter in 
time for organization for the field in the spring, 
the amount, annually saved in the transportation 
of troops from point to point, which would then 
be unnecessary, would go far towards supporting 
the increase. But the great desideratum MNb) 
gained, would be security to emigration and pro 
tectiou to the hardy frontier settlers. Our army, 
it full, would not exceed fifteen thousand. Sure 
ly can't such a country as ours afford 20.000? 



Important from Kansas 

Leavenworth City, Nov 7, 1857. 
The constitutional convention had about con- 
cluded its deliberations on the 6th, and it was 
thought probable that it would adjourn on the en- 
suing day. The constitution that has been 
adopted is preeminently pro slavery, endors 
ing the Dred Scott decision, fugitive slave law, 

\c. 

On the pro slaver)- clause, there were but four 
dissentiug votes 

Amongst other ridiculous provisions is one 
providing that the Governor of Kansas shall have 
been a citizen of the United States twenty years, 
and of Kansas Jice years. 

The proposition of establishing a provisional 
Government was before the convention, and it 
was thought by many that steps would be taken 
to this end, so as to destroy the efficacy aud ex- 
istence of the free State Legislature. 

At last accounts Gov. Walker was at Leaven 
worth, aud a rumor was there current that he had, 
in conjunction with George Sanders, purchased 
several hundred acres of the Fort Leavenworth 
military reservation at a nominal figure. Walker 
is opposed to the constitutional convention, as 
Calhoun, the leading spirit and officer, is openly 
hostile to him. 

There was some talk of having a special ses- 
sion of the newly elected Legislature, aud Walk 
er had signified his willingness to call them to 
gether if such was their desire. It was uncertain 
whether this action would be resolved upon. 

Emigration is flocking to the Territory, and 
the "hard times" had not been felt to any extent. 
Leavenworth is progressing finely, and begins to 
wear the air of a substantial city. 

Although everything is at present quiet in the 
territory, there is no telling how long it will last. 
It is probable that the free-state party will sooii 
hold a convention, to decide upon the best policy 
to pursue in reference to the pro-slavery consti- 
tution. The affairs of Kansas are yet" far from 
settled. 

Gov. Walker and Judge Cato have had a set 
to upon the election frauds. Cato did not reason 
as well as his classic namesake, aud gave up the 
fight, but not until he had issued a mandamus 
calling upon Walker to give certificates to the 
parties elected by the fraudulent votes of Oxford 
and McGee. The Governor and his secretary 
made a long reply, to this document of Cato's. — 
They gave eleven reasong, and apparently good 
ones, why they could not obey the writ. They 
close by saying: 

The undersigned beg leave further to state, 
that if the said judge should command them to 
issue certificates of election as aforesaid, and 
should deem it his duty to subject them to im 
prisonment for disobeying his orders, as they 
would be compelled to do by their conviction of 
its usurpation and nullity and because the certifi 
cates before the date of" said rule or order had 
already been issued to other persons, such ig their 
desire to maintain the peace of this Territory, 
that they will Bubmit individually to such impris 
oument, and if any tumult should be apprehended 
by said judge, in consequence of the monstrous 
frauds which have been perpetrated upon the 
elective franchise in the recent election, the gov 
ernor will direct the regular troops of the United 
States now here and subject to his order, to act 
as a posse amitatus in aid of the sheriff or mar- 
shal, who may be directed by said judge to exe 
of imprisonment. V.

furnish annually enough to supply the world's de 
maud. The profits of the proprietors are indeed 
enormous. The lowest price at which the quick 
silver has been sold in California, is sixty cento 
per pound, yet it is sent on to New York and dis 
posed of there, after paying the expenses of 
freight aud insurance, tor .orty five cents per 
pound! Tins fact will furnish some idea of 
the profits made on that consumed in this State 
When the Santa Clara quicksilver mines — ly 
ing in the same mountains and some twelve miles 
further south, and now in f ull operation — were 
prospected and proved to be rich and ex'ensive, 
this New Aimadcn Company offered the sum of 
$l,2Hti,iiiUi foi them The Santa Clara Company 
refused, and now both send quicksilver into the 
market to be disposed of at standar rates — sixty 
cents per pound. The New Almaden Company 
have a contract with Mexico, to furnish nearly all 
the quicksilver used in her numerous silver mini's 
at per quintal (oue hundred pounds;. These 
silver mines of Mexico are now being worked to 
a very large extent, and principally because <>; 
this great reduction. Formerly tin; Mexicans 
had to pay the Rothschild* f l" M to $150 per 
quintal for quicksilver from Old Almaden, but 
now they get it from the mines of New Almi- 
den at less than half that price, and still pay 
nearly double what it is worth in New Y ork. 

This, it will l»e seen, is a great monopoly, and 
must continue to be, from the very nature of 
things, because quicksilver mines are scarce, 
much scarcer than gold mines. While gold 
mines of vast extent are found in Russia, Ausir i 
a and California, and silver mines almost any- 
where on this continent, from Arizona to I'ata-o 
nia, there are but a few quicksilver mines in tin- 
world— and their extent is li

Alleged Infanticide. — A young woman named 
Mahal. i Drake, was arrested on .Monday, 2d iiiai., 
by officer Cralle, and brought before Esqrs Mil- 
ler and H'Metuau on a charge of having conceal 
ed the birth of her infant bastird child, so that 
it might not be known whether it was born dead 
or alive. 

It appears, from the evidence reported, that a 
child was born somewhere on the premises about 
the 21st of June, 1*515, and that the accused had 
been observed by several persons prior to that 
time to be euciente. Some three or four days 
after the above date, the dead body of an intuit 
child was found in her father's tobacco barn, cov 
ered up in some flax. Lv there seems to have 
been no evidence that the mother had secreted tiie 
child there, and none tending to show that she 
was in any way concerned in it. 

The witness who found the body never disc-lot* 
ed the fact until the day the arrest was made, 
and many arc led to believe that he may not be 
guiltless in the matter himself. The girl was held 
to appear on Monday last, in the Circuit Court, 
to answer the charge. Three other persons were 
arrested as accessaries, but were dismissed, there 
being uo evidence against them — Elizabetlttown 
lntelligencir. 



How to Get to Congress. — The following 
story is told, by the Mobile Tribune, of Judge- 
Hawkins, the present Representative to Coii:;ress 
from the State of Florida— a man, by the way. 
brimful of genuine wit. During the war with tlie 
Florida Indians, he commanded a volunteer com- 
pany. On oue occasion they fell upon a party of 
the enemy concealed in a swamp. The Captain 
sprang upon a log (with more valor than discre- 
tion,) waved his sword, and cheered his raeu to 
the charge. Just theu he was shot down. One 
of his officers ran to ask if he was much hurt. 
"Not very badly," said Hawkins, "just about 
enough to send me to Congress!" The predic- 
tion has been verified. 

Presentment against the South Carolina Col- 
lege.

The present Faculty have shown themselves ut- 
terly incapable of governing the students, and 
the grand jut y are really surprised that the Trus 
tees should have replaced them in their profes- 
sorships, after haviug so justly turned them out. 
They would recommend, therefore, that, until the 
College be placed under the control of a Faculty 
capable of governing it, the annual appropriation 
thereto be withheld. In our opinion, under iu 
present management, it is a nuisance. 



"Suspension" ok Emigration. — The news of 
the hard times in this country seems to have had 
■MM effect in the Old World in checking emi- 
gration. While there are thousands and tens of 
thousands of foreigners marching up and down 
the streets of our large cities, representing them 
selves as victims of starvation, and using the ral- 
lying cry, "Work or Fight!" it would be the 
height of folly for other emigrants to come here, 
expecting to live by their labor. The country 
will afford employment to many thousands, in the 
Spring, but we want no more, crowding into the 
cities, for the winter that is coming. The ship 
Baltic, of the Liverpool line, a popular vessel 
with emigrants, arrived at New York two or three 
days since, with only twentv-nine passengers — 
This is a favorable "indication —Cincinnati Ga 
zette. 



Rencounter— Man Killed.— On Mouday 
evening a rencounter occurred on board the 
steamer Kate Frisbee, at Memphis, between Ma- 
jor Thomas Mull and W. R. Hunt, in which the 
former gentleman lost his life, having been shot 
through the heart with a pistol in the hands of 
the latter. Major Mull fired two or three times 
before Hunt shot him, one of the balls from his 
pistol passing through Hunt's clothes and grazing 
his skin. Mull expired in a few moments after 
receiving the shot, and Hunt gave himself up to 
the officers of the law. Both of the parties to 
this unfortunate affair arc highly respectable. 
Maj. Mull formerly resided iu Marshall county, 
Mississippi, and several times represented that 
county in the State Legislature. He had recent- 
ly removed with his family to Memphis.

I have avoided writing anything 
upon the subject of the late mobs in Rockcastle 
county, Kentucky, prcleting to lie myself unde 
misapprehension rather than do anything which 
might seem calculated to increase the M 
I'.ni e-smciii » ol our mutual Iriend, the Rev. 
John G. Fee. But since you put ditect questions 
to no' , w ith regard to our relative positions, I do 
not feel at liberty to refuse a replv, and to as 
MM whatever responsibility may rightly rest up 
on me. 

In the lir-i pi-r e. then, 1 did not withdraw mv 
MMMI from him, but he his from me. We 
acted together, trom before l w -4>, upon the basis 
oi constitutional opposition to slavery. On the 
4th ol July, l-.'»li, against mv urgent advice and 
solemn protest, he publicly from the stump, uot 
in the capacity of a minister of the gospel, but as 
a politician, made avowal iu substance of the 
docilities ol the Radical Abolitionists. That is, as 
I understand him. slavery being contrary to the 
higher law — the law of nature anil ol God — is 
*M law." unconstitutional, and void, and ought 
not. to be enlorced by judge or citizen. In con

Dr. MM — This gentleman delivered his 
introductory lecture on Saturday evening last 
The lectures are exceedingly moral, interesting 
aud import ut.
